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YONGE ST. A DISGRACE 

There was an accident on Yohge St, on Sunday 
nig:ht and traffic was held up for four miles. The 
accident occurred just south of the townline. There was 

another accident on Saturday night on the townline 

and Yonge St. There was a second minor accident 
at the same time when an oncoming car skidded into 
another car which was held up by the accident. 

These are the kind of accidents to be expected on 
a narrow stretch of highway into which, on a Sunday 
night, is funnelled a large part of the homeward bound 
weekend traffic. Although it must be one of the most 
heavily used highways in Ontario, Yonge St, north 
of Eagle St, is only a two-iane highway, a situation 
which is nothing short of a disgrace. 

There is talk that this section of the highway is 
going to be widened; the surveyors were at work a 
few weeks ago. But the job, it is said, will not be 
done for two years or so. It will be another year 
before the Toronto-Barrie route is fully usable. In 
the meantime, there will be traffic tie-ups and accidents 
on Yonge St- in ever increasing numbers. 

It was no doubt intended for the Toronto-Barrie 
highway to relieve the congestion on Yonge St. But 
that highway has been a long tune building* Shortages 
of one sort or another have delayed completion. Under 
the circumstances, there was no excuse for delaying 
work on Yonge St. It is expected that Yonge St, will 
still be a heavily used highway even when the new 
highwai' is open. Perhaps the widening plans arc 
intended for this eventuality. If so, how short-sighted, 
A widened Yonge St. is needed now, while the Toronto- 
Barrie highway is being built, not in the future. 



MASSEY REPORT SIDELIGHT 

The Massey Commission, reporting on the state of 
culture in Canada, recommended that the licensing of 
private stations be removed fj-om the authority of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, a recommendation 
which should find general agreement with all Canadians. 

We commented here some weeks ago about the prac- 
tice of giving commissions or other govcnmient a|)- 

pointed bodies the authority of judges on cpiestions of 
their administration. It is a high-handed practice to have 
the CEC license stations with which it is nominally 
competing, \ 

But while this recommendation touched upon a ser- 
ious issue in the practice of government, another rec- 
ommendation, while of comj)ai'ative importance, has 
evoked a highly curious reaction from private broad- 
casters. The commission recommended that the devel- 
opment of television remain a CBC uiidertjikinK- A 
statement from the private radio stations protested 
this. Wliy, the private broadcasters asked, should the 
taxpayer be charged the cost of this expensive devel- 
opment when the private broadcasting industr}-" is pre- 
pared to do it for free? 

If there were no other considerations involved, such 
a statement would still evoke nothing but surprise and 
disbelief. It is so fre<iucntly the otiior way arouncU 
Generally it is a rwiuest for the government to spojKi 
tlie taxpayers' dollars. But liere, private industry vol- 
unteers to assume the cost, indeed, times would ap- 
pear to bo changing.

Private TV nets like those in the United Stales? No 
thank you.

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It is a vicious practice, one that is dangerous to 
our form of government. 

Another example is the teachers. They have been 
ill-paid for yeai-s. They are only now betnnning to be 

paid according to their importance in society, and this 

is coming about because they have organized them- 
selves, and with the current teacher shortage, are suf- 
ficiently strong to make their weight felt on school 

boards- But in the process, the teachers have lost a 
good deal of pi-estige. 

They, and the milk pi-oducers, and indeed, members 
of any organization which can exert a political or 
economic pressure, have no way of knowing if their 
organization wilt always use that influence to the 
good. There is quite adctjuate precedents to suggest 
that such authority will be abused. 

* * ♦ 

We are not against any particular organization; we 
are opposed to all whose objective is to bring about 
certain advantages for its members by the application 
of pressure in any form. Such organizations, to be 
successful, require a submission of its membei-s to the 
discipline of the organization. Such organizations, to. 
be successful, frequently wrest their advantages at 
the expense of the public welfare. 

There is the i-oot of the issue. There was a time 
wiien government was concerned wUli public welfare 
only; not with tlie classes of the public. When the 
railmen went on strike last year, it was the public 
which suffered. Wlien the dairy workers went on strike, 
it was the public which suffered. In varying degrees, 
it is the public which always pays the shot, in one 
form or another, when this organization or that is 
applying pressure- 
It is not in the public welfare when there is govern- 
ment by pressure or concessions by individuals to 
l)i-e5sure. 

We know, as well as the next man, the arguments 
on behalf of organizations. The workers organized 
against the bosses because the bosses were organized 
against the workers. Or vice versjL The farmers or- 
ganized against the buyers because the buyers have 
organized against the farmers. Or vice versa. The 
list is as long as your arm- 
One interest, organizing for the piximotion of 
matters dear to its heart, promotes a host of opposing 
organizations. 

All of thoiie organizations, eventually, make the 
seats of government tlicir cocki)its. Instead of govern- 
ment on behalf of the public welfare, we have govern- 
ment on behalf of the special interest. Some of that 
government is good; some of it is bad, Tlie danger is 
that such government cunUl very easily become all bad,

No man is immune from corruption of [wwer unless 
he is a saint, and there is a scarcity of saints in the 
world this day. No matter how well inlentioned organ- 
zations nniy be, tlicy are all subject to the same tenden- 
cies^ They arc all, one ilay, likely to confuse their 
purposes with divine commanflment and bust the coun- 
try wide open in tlie pursuit of those purposes. 

Take the practice of licensing which is common to 
most organizations. There is nothing which is so suc- 
cessful in maintaining the authority of an organization 
than ticenshig. It is written in the union's closed shop 

agiuomoul, in government spont;omi marketuig scliotues 

for farmers, in acere<liting processes of the professional 
groups, 

Authority lo license im|)!icH authority to refuse 
a license. What then? U becomes the choice of bowing 
to the organization or gt>ing out uf business. In the 
old days, it was enough to obey the laws of the land; 
nowadays, it's the laws of the land plus the impositions 
of special interests.

A year and a half ago we wrote an editorial en- 
titled '*Let Us Take Stock of the Shadow", The edi- 
torial dealt with the d;niger of the Canadian news- 
pa|>ers becoming conlrolled by a few magnates such 
OH has overtaken the once free press of Great Britain. 

We pciinled out that there were about 100 daily 
news]>aperfl and rather more than 800 weekly news- 
papei^ in Canada, A year and a half ago we indicated 
that one OJjtario newspajjor owner controlled ten daily 
and weekly newspapers. Today (hat newspaper owner 
has expanded his eontrol to 15 newspapers. 

What is hapiiening in Ontario is happening else- 
where in Canada. That is what we mean by the tille 
of this editorial; "The Shadow Deepens'', It is no less 
than the shadow of newiipaper chains. Newspaper 
chains or, in other words, contr{»l of a large an<) ex- 
panding group of newspapers by a single owner, is 
a menace lo freedom of opinion and expres.sion, 

Sucli control is almost complete in Britain where 
half a <Iozen owners are hi jwssession of virtually all 
of Britain's newspapers^ Those owuci-s are: [.onls 
Beaverhrook, Itothenuere, Kernsly, Camrosc. liiffe (the 
last three arc hrothers) and the Odliam's Press, which 
owns the labnr Daily lleraldi with its two milliun daily 
circulation. 

it is bad for any country to have its newspaj)ers 

cojitrolied by a few men. The exeicise of such control 

nieaiiH tlnit oidy such editorial and other opinions as 

are acceptable to the "Big Bosses" are allowed into the 

newspapers they own. C*rilicisms or their policies are 
taboo. 

When dictators ari.se, as in the instances of Musso- 
lini, Hitler, Stalin, i^'ranco and Teron, they suppress 
free now-spaiicrs. When the free press of any couutiy 
disapiiears, tyranny in some form or another takes its 
place, ,.

''The census is nothing new. 
It u<y^a tmck 5.000 years in Huhy- 
lonia und China and three to 
■t,(JOi> years in Kf{ypt an<l amoiif; 
tiie chif<tren of Israel, So, no one 
in Canada necdK to feel upset 
be<.-ause a man or woman calls nt 
the house asking; questions. 

'Census facts arc not public 
property. In Canada^ the* an* 
swers Kiven by individuals to 
ceftsLts questi<ms are absolutely 
confidentiaL Every employee of 
ttie census is bound hy a special 
oath and penalty against divul^- 
in^ any faet whatsoever that may 
have been learned tlirou^h the 
census. Census information ob- 
tained from or about you may 
not be used for taxation or. mili- 
tary purposes, 

"Everyone Is ass!(fne<l to the 
locality in which he or she is 
regularly di>[nieilcd, and mit 
merely counted in the place 
where foiimh This is important, 
because It affects parliamentary 
reprosentiiiion, provincial aubij- 
dies and is nceessary to many 
(fovernment bodies in planning 
housing, publie health and trans- 
portation needs. 

"To mention only one or two 
of tlie many tises of the census, 
the blgijL'st practical use of (he 
census figures is constitutional 
and Ieh'<ih The census Is taken 
periodically with the prime pur- 
pose of determining our repre* 
fientatlon in the federal govern- 
mcnt. . , - - 

**Thc cciLsus cannot make a de- 
tailed examination into the skill 
of every Canadian, but it gives 
much that Is useful. It tells for 
ei«h part of the country the 



number of doctors and nurses, 
carpenters ami elcetrii'ians, 
house maids and stenographers, 
with inlonnatlun aliout each oc- 
eufKition on Ofjc, etlueation, laii-

unique record of our manpower 
and skills. 

"The census will Rive business 
people u better opportunity to 
increiLsc the efficiency with 
which they plan, .sell, market and 
advertise. 'Hie census con he of 
service to alt kinds of persons, 
from youths leaving school to 
employers sccklnff work people. 
It tells how many persons there 
arc in Canada skilled in trades, 
professions and arts, ft tells what 
the earn]nj!s from wages and 
salaries are in these pursuits, 
what the state of employment is, 
both to immediate vacancies and 
the lonij-term tread. It indicates 
the ages of people in each line 
of work ami what level of earn- 
ing Ihcy have reached at various 
ages. ^ " -^'- - r : 

"Age is important. To men- 
tion only one of several needs for 
knowing the age—it is necessary 
to know the ages of [icople so as 
to calculate the future populatiim 
possibilities of the land. 

"There are two main duties for 
the census department to per- 
form. One duty is to collect tlio 
information ond ttie other is' to 
compile it into reports. The col- 
lecting is done by census com- 
missioners— one for each elector- 
al district and aboi-t 18,000 enum- 
erators arc hired under the dir- 
ection of these commissioners. 

"Lust censiLS the enumerators 
carried around forms two feet, 
four inches wide. This year they 
will have forms about seven in- 
ches square. These ore called 
'mark-sense^ forms. The enum-^ 
rutor makes a mark In the rl^ht 
space Instcod of writing your an- 
swer in full. He uses an elee- 
tropgraphlc pen. Then, instead 
of transcribing the Information 
laboriously by hand, the census 
people wliL feed the cards into 
a machine.
